The National Office of the U.S. Department of Labor, Wage and Hour Division (WHD) is 
responding to your request made under the Freedom of Information Act (FOIA), 5 U.S.C. § 552, 
dated December 16, 2016. Specifieally, you requested records from 2015 and 2016 relating to or 
mentioning Andrew Puzder, ineluding communications received from or sent to Mr. Puzder, as 
well as emails mentioning him. 

Since there had been an unusual delay in processing your request, we inquired to see if you were 
still interested via email on May 30, 2017. Not receiving a response, a seeond request through 
Catlin Russell was made on June 26, 2017. On July 13, 2017, you expressed your eontinued 
interest. On November 13, 2017, you requested a status update to which we advised you that the 
delay was due to the volume of the doeuments. When the electronie diseovery for responsive 
reeords had concluded, you were contacted via email on Mareh 1, 2019, to advise the first bateh 
of responsive records consisted of 18,531 pages. You were asked to eontaet Government 
Information Specialist, Conrad Bassett, to diseuss re-seoping or narrowing your request. There 
was no response to this email and we attempted to eontaet you again on April 10, 2019, by phone 
and email, asking that you respond by April 30, 2019. Since we have not heard from you, we are 
administratively closing your request. If you are still interested in receiving the requested 
reeords, please initiate a new FOIA request. You ean submit your request by email to 
foiarequest@dol.gov, fax (202) 693-0637, or mail to:

In order to facilitate processing of the appeal, 
please include your mailing address and daytime telephone number, as well as a copy of the 
initial request and copy of this letter. The envelope and letter of the appeal should be clearly 
marked “Freedom of Information Act Appeal.” Any amendment to the appeal must be made in 
writing and received prior to a decision to:
